28.— The most 
important recommendation made by 
Becrctary Herbert in his annual report 
is tluit cougreBS autliori/.(! the constrnc- 
tion of three great battlcsliips of abuut 
10,000 toils digplacemeut each, to cost, 
ezolosiT* of armament, not exceeding 
1.000,000 Moh, and IS torpedo DoatB, of 
from 100 to MO tons each, al the diaore- 
tion of the •ecretaty, to ooet not exceed- 
ing aa aTerage at tl70,000. 

Since hia laat report five splendid 
•hipa haye been addsd to the aaTal Uat, 
three o< whioh an oaoable of need in 
•soaM ol SI knots, whiM two of them 
•rath* flaetest aroiaers in the world. 
TkaflT* Tsssels are the Marblehead, 
18.44 knots; ColnmUa, 88.80; Ol^mpia, 
Sl.M; Montgomery, 10.M, and Minne- 
•poUs,8S.7«. 

On* laportant ohangs of naval polioy 
is noted in oonnaotioa with the adtsr- 
tiaementsfor three now torpedo boats 
toon to be issued. The seoretarr sajs 
that uu 8peed premimna will be allowed 
on these boats; that the premiom sys- 
tem Qudonbtedly had ita adrantages 
when adopted, bat the department is 
now oouTinced that the time has come 
when, with Jte experience gained, it 
may vsitli pruiit be uhundouecl.

The secretary spuakH in terms of uoep 
reffiet of the loss of the Ki .irsarge, ami 
to prevent the famous nann^ from laps- 
iujc on the luival list lio su>;;^esis that u 
battleship be built to iicrpeiuato it. Ho 
also suj^gests that the renowned old I'on- 
Htituiioii be ))Ut in rep.iir and pliu-ed on 
exhibition at the VVa-iiin.aon navyyard 
as an obje.;t of interest to j>a;noiic 
Auiencans. 

Tilt) HccretiU'v haji taken u cue from 
the battle of tlie Yalu and says that lie 
has given instructiou.s thai all but the 
most necessary wtxidwovk must bo re- 
moved from our sluts.

Miss Lillis said 
she received $153 and signed a voucher

Judge Ricks was called to the sttuid 
and (luestioned by Chairman hailey as 
to the practice in charging fees and es- 
timating the clerk's compensation, Mr. 
Bailey remarking at the close tliat the 
law hod Ml beanoloaely followad In feho 
matter. 

Judge Stevenson Burk, one of Judge 
Ricks' counsel, requested 30 days' timo 
in whioh to prepare explanatory papers 
In regard to new statements made by 
Attorney Ghrean. Tha committee al- 
lowed 16 days. 

This dosed the hearing in Cleveland. 
Chairman Bailey said that at the end of 
the 15 days a meeting of the house judi- 
ciary committee would probably be 
called to consider the case and that he 
would present the matter In tha house 
before the holidays.

San Fua.ncisco,Nov. 28. — The steamer 
Oceanic arrived yesterday from Yoko- 
hama, via Honolulu. The Oceanic 

brings no later Asiatic news tlian was 
received on the lOmprcss of t'hiua, 
which arrived at \ ictoria, Nov. 20. 

At i^onolulu there was still consider- 
able o.\citeiiieiit over tlie recent revolu- 
tionary plot. The leaders of tho royid- 
iAt fa«'tion were still declaring troiihie 
was sure to occur soon aftt^r the sailing 
of the (Jceanio. (jlovernment otlicials, 
however, declare no trouble need lie 
feared. The i'onspirat;y, they said, 
though it did not at any time threaten 
serious trouble for the g overnmoal, had 
been completely frustrated. 

As exposed in the Honolulu newsini 
pers, the propo.--ed uprising was plaiiueii 
by a man named Katzer, formerly an 
officer in tho Austrian army and later u 
sergeant in the Fifth I'nitod Statt s in- 
fantry. His plan was to secretly arm 
several hundred royalist synipathizerti 
and by concerted action to capture the 
government executive building and tlu) 
tiiree or four small steamers plying 
among the islands, then to esteblish a 
temporary government at Hilo. 

OuK of the steamers wad to be quick- 
ly dispatched to Victoria, B. (.'., for 
arms, ammanition and men who were 
to liavo been previously enlisted by an 
agent now in the United .States. Sev- 
eral thousand dollars had been pk>(lgcd 
by wealthy royalists who \\ero impli- 
cated. This plot wa.s exposi'd to the 
government, however, long before any 
actual revolutionary preparations could 
be made. 

Katzer fled to San Francisco, aud 
Wetuiore, a newspaper man, who had 
been admitted to the revolutionary cir- 
cle and who exposed the plot to the gov- 
ernment, was tt passenger on the same 
steamer. Ostensibly he was banished, 
but it is believed in Honolulu tho gov- 
ernment officials sent him away as a 
rule to protect him from the wrath of 
tlu> royiilidts.

by HU Victim. 

C'HiCAUo, ^'ov. — Kdward P. Hil- 
liArd, an attorney in the Kookery build- 
ing, was shot and almost iustantly 
killed yesterday afternoon by Henry C 
Hastings, a milk dealer. The shooting 
oconrred in the oflloe of tha Love Klec- 
trlo Traotloa company of whioh Billiard 
was a director. 

The trouble leading np to the crime is 
ol long standing, Hustings claiming 
that by sharp prootioes, Hilliard has, 
during the last five years takeu from 
himabout |5,U00 worth of proptjrty. 
Yesterday Uilliard foreclosed on a horse 
and buggy owned by Hastings, aud the 
latter shot the attorney while exas- 
perated over the transaction. Hastings 
made no attempt to esouat and sur- 
rendered to the police. He said, after 
being looked up: "That man hod taken 
away all my property, so I thought I'd 
let my body and soul go with it. If it 
had not been for my wife and child l a 
shot him long ago." 

Hilliard was in prosperous circum- 
stances, and laavaa a widow and oae 
child. .

PRINCfSS BISMARCK'S DEATH. 

All Oemuuir SjnapaMdMe With »be Great 
Stat— laa tm His Vom. 

Berun, Nov. 28.— The news of the 
death of the Princess Bismarck, who 
died yesterday morning at j o'clock, 
made a depj) impresKiim in all tlv gov- 
ernment departments here. iJr. Vou 
Boetticher, secretary of tiie impcnal 
home office, imniodiatoly imparted tho 
news to all leading et'icials. 'i'lie jia- 
pera of all political p a i es eulogize the 
deceivsed as having Ixjcn u true type of 
the (ieriiian huusfrau, who only bvtjd 
for her husband and children tiud who 
in no way meddled in politics. 

Princess Bismarck had for years been 
a sutt'erer with a bronchial trouble aud 
gastric catarrh. Eighteen uv 'h ag 
she was fotmd lying in a uool oi blood 
at the foot of her bed. These fainting 
attacks were repeated from time to 
time. The immediate cause of her 
death was dropsy, complicated with 
heart diseaue. "The disease rapidly be- 
came worse during the last few days. 
The prinoess was cheerful to the end. 
She tried to deceive her husband as to 
her real condition. 8he spent much of 
her time oat of bad. 

Drs. 8chwaalnger and Chrysauder re- 
garded her ease as hopeless a month 
ago, but concealed the truth from 
Prince Bismarck. When recently tho 
wife of the prinoe's valet fell seriously 
ill, Prinoe Bismarck said to him: "Dear 
friend, I sincerely sympatiilas with you 
in your grief, for, alas, I am In the 
same terrible position as yourself. 
Every one is departing from us. ' ' 

Dr. Schweninger has been here since 
Friday but he was unable to do auy- 
thiug beyond attending to tha comfort 
of the dying princess. 

The prince is quite overcome by the 
death of his wife. He bad watohed by 
her bedsida until 1 o'clock yssteiday 
morning. Shortly before 6 o'olook Dr. 
Schweningar gently broke tha news to 
Prince Bismarck, who arose immediate- 
ly and lamained silent for soma tima at 
the death bed. At tha death soaaa there 
were present Drs. Sahwaniagar, Chry- 
sauder, Countess Raatsau and Ptinue 
Bismarck's niece. 

Eai-iv yesterday morning the prince's 
head forestar and his ndifhbors called 
to offer their ooadolanoes. Tbe priuue 
asked their indnlgance, saying that ho 
was unequal ta seeing visitors. He 
only reoeivad Pastor Bohnman from 
'Wessow. 

Priaoe Bismarck personally commu- 
nicated the news of the death of tiie 
princess to the emperor and empress, 
who immediately sent a long telegram 
of condolence. Among the others who 
seuu messages of sympathy and regret 
are the King of Wurtemburg, Chan- 
cellor Voa Hoheuloho and the niluistors 
aud secretaries of state. 

The prince is so broken down that his 
doctors insist upon his speedy removal 
to Friednoksruhe. The funeral cere- 
monies will be ou a modest scale out of 
reg:ird for his oondition. The inter- 
ment will probably be at Sohouhauseu, 
the ancestral home of the BUmarcks. 
It is expected that tho body will be re- 
inovHd on iSttturdny. Prinoe Bisman^k 
once expressed u wish to be buried un- 
der the oaks of his beloved Sachseu- 
wald. It was concluded from this that 
ho iutended to build a mausoleum then;, 
but tha family vault is at Sohonhaosen.

London, Nov. :.'s.— The Westminster 
Gazette publishes u dispatch from 
Shanghai saying that Viceroy Li Hung 
C'hong lias been deprived by the em- 
peror of all his honors. He is permitted, 
however, to rataia his public functions. 

Soma four months ago the amperor 
deprived the vioeroy m his three-eyed 
peacock feather beoanaa of LI Hung 
Chang's mistakes In the war.
